1. Claims 7-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining 
elements as recited in claim 7: 

The present invention is directed to a tire parameter sensing system for sensing 
a parameter of a tire of a vehicle. 

Regarding claim 7, Prior Art fail to specifically teach the first and second coils 
and the capacitor forming a tank circuit having a predetermined resonant frequency, the 
capacitance value of the capacitor varying inversely to an equivalent inductance value 
of the tank circuit for providing the predetermined resonant frequency, the first and 
second coils being connected in parallel with one another so that the equivalent 
inductance value of the tank circuit is less than each of the first and second inductance 
values and the capacitance value of the capacitor is maintained above a predetermined 
threshold value for providing stability to the tank circuit. 
8. Claims 8-14 are allowed for depending on claim 7.
